Desjeriais has been on trial for his 
life for the past few days before Mr. 
Justice Walsh in the Criminal Court 
with circumstantial evidence strong 
against him. The decision was ap- 
parently quite unexpected by the 
large number who had waited long 
hours for the verdict, 

Following the address to the jury 
by the solicitor for the defense, Mr. 
J. A. McCaffrey, Mr. Justice Walsh 
gave his summing up of the evidence 
submitted, The bench dwelt long on 
the statements that the accused was 
alleged to have uttered: “I will lick 
them until they die.’ This is what 
Desjerlais was said to have stated ac- 
cording to one of the witnesses, Mrs.

got away with. 

In the coming struggle the 
challenger has every possible ad- 
vantage except that of mere 
bulk. He is younger, faster, hits 


harder and is more clever. He 
has met far better men—except 
in one instance—and he has 
fought more often, so that he 
really is the more experienced of 
the two, And Dempsey's is re- 
cent experience. He is hard and 
fit. His judgment of distance, 
naturally good, is at its best. 
His punch-resisting muscles are 
firm and his youthful nerves are 
steady. 

Willard must indeed be a su- 
perman if he triumphs when so 
many things are against him. If 
he stops Dempsey it will be the 
most remarkable feat in the his- 
tory of the ring, for Dempsey not 
only is younger and in good con- 
dition, but he undoubtedly is one 
of the best heavyweights uncov- 
ered during the past 20 years. 

Of late years tt has been the 
fashion to decry the heavy- 
weights. In truth, there have 
been a large number of false 
alarms, but on the whole they 
average up about as well as they 
ever did. There were plenty of 
joke fighters during Horton law 
days as well as such stars as Cor- 
bett, Fitzsimmons, Jeffries, Shar- 
key, Maher, Rublin and Kid Me- 
Coy. In Willard, Dempsey and 
Miske we have three that would 
have won more times than they 
lost even if they had flourtshed 
during the days in which there 
were sO many good ones, 

Dempsey certainly compares 
favorably with any of the old- 
timers with the possible excep- 
tion of Fitzsimmons, Although 
not quite as big as Jeffries, 
Dempsey is a better hitter and a 
faster man. Judging by the way 
rough Tom Sharkey slammed Jim 
Corbett around the ring, Demp- 
sey would have been too much 
for Gentleman Jim, Dempsey is 
bigger than Sharkey wus and a 
more accurate and deadly hitter, 
Whether he can eat up punish- 
ment as the sailor could, never 
has been demonstrated as yet. 

Dempsey certainly 1s a better 
man than Ruhlin was in every 
respect. He is faster, tougher, 
hits far harder, and is just as 
clever, Dempsey probably would 
have outgamed the slow-thinking 
Peter Maher and knocked him 
out in quick time, for Peter waa

An effort ‘is being made to 
spread the impression that the 
members of the several unions em- 
ployed in operating railway trains 
lare about to go on strike, in sym- 
pathy with the Winnipeg strike. 
There are five unions concerned 
in the operation of railways in 
Canada. They are the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers ; 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
'imen; Order of Railway Condue- 
tors; Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen, and Maintenance of 
Way Employees. All five unions 
fare internationalized. That is, 
each local union in Canada is part 
of the international union which 
covers both the United States and 
Canada. The headquarters of 
each international is in the United 
States, and control of the union 
funds is vested in the executive 
there. The conditions governing 
Althe international prohibit any 
local union from going out on 
strike except by permission of the 
executive. Of course, members of 
He union may strike without per- 
mission; but if they do they there- 
by cease to be members of the 
union and lose all benefits that as 
members they would be entitled 
to. The international does not 
recognize the Winnipeg strike as 
one that is entitled to the support 
of the railway unions, Under 
i@ these circumstances there is very 
little likelihood of the railways 
being tied up by a sympathy 
strike so far as the trainmen are 
concerned,

Mr. McKenzie further endorsed 
the building of ships in Canada.

Two strikes are in progress in 
the city at present, with a third in 
prospect.

(Kegina Leader.) 

Before the war a Saskatchewan fovern- 
ment comission investigated and report- 
ed upon the cost of producing and imar 
keUlug wheat, the conclusion being that a 
stage had been reached where exclusive 
Wheat raising was wot in itself a remu- 
Herative occupation That ts to say, the 
then prevailing price received by the Sas 
Katchewan farmer for bis wheat was not 


sufficient to net him a reasonable profit | 
over the cost of production if the same

Manufacturers and others engaged in the 
general commercial life of the country, 
Kecently an attempt has been made by 
the International Marm Congress to arrive | 
at the average cost of producing wheat in 
four of the leading wheat crowing states 
south, and the result is published 
Agricultural Review, the official | 


in the 


| Organ of the International Farm Congress. | 
| ‘The figures 


published represent the ave 
rave of careful estimates by several hun 
dred representative farmers in Kansas, 
Missourl, Nebraska and Oklahoma. Blank 
forms were furniahed these farmers upon 
which to make their estima divided 
into seven principal ttems making up the 
total cost, and the figures given represent 
wheat on the farm, with no allowance 
made for hauling market Neither is 
any allowance made for hall or other tn 
surance, which in many sections is a pro 
amow®ing to a necessity 

The result of the inquiry is to establish 
the fact that if the average farmer In the 
winter wheat belt of the United States is 
favored with an average crop, bis produc 
tion cost per bushel ix $152 under present 
condittons, and $1.02 under pre-war con 
ditions 

Of course the actual cost of producing 
Wheat or any other crop can only be de- | 
termined for each year after the harvest 
Tf a mun is a more efficient farmer than | 
the average, or if be is favored in’ the 
inatter of natural conditions, his bushel- 
cost will be less than the figures given. 
If he ts an inefficlent farmer, or if na 
tural conditions are unfavorable, bis cost 
will, of course, be higher, 

The agricuitural colleges of these states 
have likewise been engaged in ascertain 
ing the cost of producing wheat, and it 1« 
interesting to note that thoir estimates are 
than the figures returned by the 
farmers themselves Analysis of the In 
records which these colleges are 
Present able to supply indicates that 
thetr statisticians are inclined to place a 
Kigher value upon the use and upkeep of 
Innd and upon labor employed than do 
the farmers, The colleges also include a 
number of items of which the farmers ap 
parently take no neeount These are in- | 
terest on investment in seed, crop risk | 
covering sonal fallures, storage on | 
furm, and miscellaneous,
